O. Picayune Extra, May 10, 
LATER FROM GEN. SCOTT’S ARMY. 

The Steamship James L. Day arrived early 
this morning from Vera Cruz, whence she sail 
ed on the Sth inst. By this vessel we have 
received our reguiar Correspond 
of Vera Cruz and Jalapa papers. 

Apart from the intelligence contained in| 
our letters, we learn vorbally that an express | 
reached Vera Cruz a moment before the sail- 
ing of the J. L. Day, with information that o 
deputation had come down from the city of 
Mexico to request Gen, Scott to take the cap- 
ital under his protection. 

The report of the proffered surrender of the 
capital was given by Major Leonard to Gener- 
al Pillow, a passenger in the James L. Day. 

It appears that a despatch from General 
Svott hal been received, stating that a deputa 
tion from the capital reached the American 
lines, offering to surrender the city without op- 
position, and asking protection for life and 
property. 

This waa, of course, assented to by General 
Scott. In consequence, the citizens had dis- 
continued erecting fortifieat for its defence. 

The city of Puebla had also proposed to sur- 
render,

this debt, including the one funded in Great 
Britain, and the other funded in Ireland, was 
transferred to the British Exchequer in that 
year, and the interest due on this capital has 
been charged thereon ever since. ‘Thia at the 
present time amounts to about four millions a 
year. Itis notorious that a stock grievance of 
the Repealers has been what they call the un- 
fair aportionment of the nationul debt between 
the two countries. It is true,” say they, 
“ that England took upon herself the Irish debt ; 
“but she did it in this fashion,—whilst she 
* took her share of the 130,000,000/., and the 
“ annual interest upon it, she threw upon Ire- 
Treland a moiety of her own 800,000,000/., 
and the annual interest upon that; so that 
Ireland has exchanged the sole payment of 
4,000,000/. a year fora participation in the 
payment of 27,000,000/. a year, and a re- 
deemable debt of 140,000,000/. for an unre- 
deemable one of 800,000,000/.”” And this is 
universally believed in Ireland, where, of course 
England is looked upon as a very artful dodger 
for having “done” the sister-country. We 
need scarcely ray that, except for claptrap or 
Repeal purposes, we haye no right to this nati- 
onal compliment. We have gained nothing at 
all hy this consolidation of the exchequers.— 
Nor has Ireland lostanything by it. Itisall the 
other way. Whatever hypothetical grievance 
or honorary distinction Ireland may claim ax 
jointly interested in the imperial debt, she has 
suffered no practical wrong whatever by it; for 
she had little beyond her cebts to contribute.— 
She was always in this predicameut: she must 
either discharge the current expenses of the 
year, and forego to pay the interest of her debt, 
or else pay the interest of her debt and throw 
the burden of her expenses on the Imperial 
|Treasury. As the amount of the former has 
generally been about equal to her revenue, she 
has been indebted to England for defraying the 
latter.
